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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114.

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Specification 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 43 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

3. Claim 43 is improperly dependent on claim 26. Claim 26 has been cancelled. Correction 
is suggested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1, 3-5, 29-36, 42, 43, 48-85 and 87 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
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skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

6. In claim 1 R7 represents aryl which is not in the disclosure. This is considered new 
matter. Applicant is kindly requested to explain. 

7. Claim 63 recites "administering supplementary compound". Applicant is requested to 
explain what the meaning of this term is. 

8. Claims 50 and 83 refer to Table 1 or 2. Please note the following. 

MPEP 2173.05(s) - Tables and Figures 

Where possible, claims are to be complete in themselves. Incorporation by reference to a 
specific figure or table "is permitted only in exceptional circumstances where there is no 
practical way to define the invention in words and where it is more concise to incorporate by 
reference than duplicating a drawing or table into the claim. Incorporation by reference is a 
necessity doctrine, not for applicant's convenience." Ex parte Fressola, 27 USPQ2d 1608, 1609 
(Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993) (citations omitted). Reference characters corresponding to 
elements recited in the detailed description and the drawings may be used in conjunction with the 
recitation of the same element or group of elements in the claims. See MPEP § 608.0 l(m). 

Applicant is requested to amend the claims.
